OF the banquet itself, it will be enough to say that the guests were pro- 
vided with a good substantial dinner, Each table, with its 140 diners, was 
served with six roasts of beef, six briskets of beef, six gigots of mutton, six 
veal and chicken pies, twelve plum puddings, twelve pastries, twelve plates 
of cakes, twelve plates of biscuits, twelve plates of fruits, making in all a 
total supply of about 230 joints of meat, 80 pies, 300 puddings and tarts, 
800 plates of cake and biscuits, and 150 dishes of fruit. Each guest had 
a pint bottle of Bass’s pale ale and a pint of sherry set down to him. 

These good things having been disposed of, toasting and speechmaking 
followed. ‘The names of the Queen and the Royal tamily were received 
with that loyalty with which they are always greeted; ‘then the toasts 
peculiar to the occasion came on, 

The Earl of Dalkeith proposed “The Navy,” remarking— 


“It does not become us at this time, when peace has just been concluded, to 
indulge in vain-glorious boasting as to what we have done, and as to what we 
might havedone. But, at the same time, it does become us to express our ap- 
proval of the conduct of our brave defenders, and to return our thanks to those 
who have fought and endangered their lives for the sake of their country.” 


Captain Ramsay replied to this toast as follows :— 


“We are aware that the navy did not occupy the high position in the late 
war which was taken by our gallant brethren of the sister service. We have no 
navel Alma, no naval Inkermann to refer to. All that was left for our gallant 
ships’ companies to do, excepting those that were employed in the Crimea, and 
for a short time in the Baltic, was to blockade the enemiy’s ports, destroy their 
commerce and magazines, and to harass their coast.

The Earl of Elgin then came forward and proposed the next toast—

attended us. He spoke of the end which was in view when we entered on 
the war, and the kindness which was shown to our troops by them. He 
made special mention of the Emperor of the French, as also the King of Sar- 
dinia. He referred to the enmity which at one time existed between this 
country and France ; and now that they were allied with that illustrious 
monarch, he trusted they would drink a bumper to “Our Allies” with the 
accustomed enthusiasm. 

The toast was drunk accordingly with great enthusiasm. 

M. de Bruant and Major Nouri returned thanks for their respective 
countries in a few words, both expressing the deep tecling of gratitude 
which they felt for the manner in which the toast had been proposed. 

The Dean of Faculty then rose and proposed the “ Memory of those who 
fell in the late war.” “His speech, which we are compelled to say was a 
great deal more solemn than seusible, we have not space for : the toast was 
drunk in reverential silence. 

Sir John M’Neill, who was received with loud applause, in proposing

SCARBOROUGH, THE EARL Or. On the 28th ult, at Sandbeck Park, Yorks 
shire, aged 68, died John Lumley Saville, eighth Kart of Seurborough. Te was 


the represeniative of a far uly whieh traces its descent back to times anterior 
to the Norman Conquest, and held an Irish as weil as an Knghsh peerage He 
was born in 1758, and succeeded to the peerage on his father’s death inthe early 
part of 1835. His Lordship represented the county of Nottingham trom 1s26 
Up to that dete, and was Lord-Licutenant of that county. He was of moderately 
Liberal polities, and died univarricd. He is succeeded in the tithe by his cousin, 
Mr. Richard Lamiey Saville, of Tickhill Castle, Yorkshire, who is married toa 
daughter of Mr. Andrew Drummond, of Cadiand, near 8 Uhampton, and grand- 
dauzhter to his Grace the Dake of i tland, K.G. 


BaNnbon, WaRL OF.-On the 8ist ult ,at Castle Bernard, aged 71, dicd James 
Bernard, second Kal of Bandon. He was Lord-Lieutenant and custos rotn- 
lorum of the coun’y of Cork, whieh he represented for nearly twenty years in 
Parliament. His Lordship was born in 178d, and succeeded to the peer in 
Ink, He was elected a representative peer for Ireland in 1835. By. his 
Countess, a daughter of the lite Archbishop (Brodrick) ot Cashel, his Lordship 
has lett three sons, the eldest of whom, Francis Viscount Bernard, now MP. 
for Bandon, las succeeded to the earldom

AILWAY ACCIDENTS. 

A Cou.ision of a singular choracter, being nothing less than the running of 
@ train into its own engine, oceurred on Wednesday weck on the London and 
No:th-Western Railway during the fog. The train consisted of about thirty 
ns, some of them heavily laden with iron, which left) Birmingham for 
ndoo at ten o’ciock on Wednesday morning. ‘This train was drawn by one 
eugine, but immediately behind that were two “dead” engines, a8 they are 
called, which oniy served to increase the weight of the train, without audi gin 
its propulsion, The line from Blswerth to Wolverton is on an incline, inde 
scending which the engine beeame detached from the train and ran on without 
it for some distance. ‘The driver then appears to have slackened speed, or to 
have reversed his engine, and the train, running down the inchne with its own 
momentum, dashed inte the engine, overturned one of the “dead” cngines, 
knocked another off the rails, wud committed great havoc among the carnages. 
The rails of both lines were twisted aud dislocated for some twenty yards, the 
wreck and debris strewn about in all directions, and the telegraphic communica. 
tion on one side of the line broken. Pike, the tireman of the envine, who was 
seriously injured, was conveyed toa farm-house in the vicinity, and Jonathan 
Oscar, the driver, to a neighbouring cottage. The former sustained a fracture of 
the left arm, together with severe mjuries about the chest and on one of his legs. 
Oscar was scalded but not seriously, The obstruction on the line owing to de- 
layed trains was quite unparalleled. 

On the next evening, two trains came into collision on the North Kent Railway, 
about 150 yards from the Devtford station. Both trains were going ata low 
speed; the up-train slackening to stop, the down-train not yet having attained 
its full rate. None of the carriages were driven off the live, but the concussion 
was very severe, and many persons were seriously hurt. Fractures and coutu- 
sions were plentiful; but there does not appear to be any fatal case. 

An accident of a serious character occurred on Monday afternoon, near the 
King’s Langley station of the London and North-Western Railway. The Mid- 
land express up-train, due at Euston station at four o’clock, had passed the tele. 
graph station at King’s Langley, and in another minute ran into a coal train, 
which was proceeding slong the line in the same direction. 
passengers was very great, and ten or tvelve persons were injured. Fortunately, 
no loss of life has resulted from the accident. Several carriages were injured, 
but there was no important), terruption to the trafic on the line. 


MINISTERIAL DECLARATION. 

Tur “Morning Post” has been directed by Lord Palmerston to make a 
declaration in the self-same sense as that so persistently repeated by the 
Austrian official organs, and it accordingly does so in the following terms ;— 

“Tt has been stated, in various quarters, that tlie Sublime Porte has addressed 
to our Government a remonstrance against the longer continuance of the British 
fleet in the Black Sea. We are enabled to state that no such representation has 
been made by Turkey ; and we repeat, that until the complete and faithful exe- 
cution of the Treaty of Paris, the British fleet will not be withdrawn from the 
Euxine. The points at issue, however apparently insignificant in themselves, 
really involye the whole principle for which we engaged in the late war, and of 
which we obtaine? the full recognition in the treaty, signed at Paris on tie too 
credulous supposition that it would be honourably fulfilled.” 


AN ADVENTURER IN THE MEDITERRANEAN 
AN individual of the Robson genus honoured Malta with his presence recently. 
Assuming an air of consequence, he induced many to believe he was a special 
correspondent of a London paper sent by the especial desire of Lord Palmerston. 
He claimed his Royal Hivhness the Duke of Cambridge as his particular friend ; 
hinted at certain private claims that made the Duke anxious to serve him; and 


exhibited an alleged private note from his Royal Highness to corroborate jis | 


statement. He not only stated he was alsoin the Duke of Buckingham’s con- 
fidence, was acquainted with his secrets, and was his guide and director, but 
aflirmed he had £700 per annum from his Grace, as a consideration for money Le 
had advanced him some years ago, to the amount of £10,000; ond he actually 
furnished a house in the vicinity of Valetta, which he pretended to be very anxious 
tu have well arranged, as the Duke was coming to pass the winter with him in 
Malta. His great political influence, and his friendship with the Duke of Cambridge 
and the Duke of Buckingham, aided by his connection with the Nnglish press, had 
induced, hesnid, the Marl of Clarendon to offer him, in a private letter, a consn- 
inte in the Black Sea, or any other office in his gift. He introduced everywhere a 
young female whom he called his wife; and had the audacity to put himself forward 
as a candidate for the Council of Government. In several instances he borrowed 
money, hich he forgot to return; and incurred debis wherever he could obtain 
credit, some of whieh he paid in worthless cheques. Amongst other ingenious tricks, 
he invited a party to dine with him on a particular day, including some high 
officials, hut as he took eare to embark for Marseilles on the day preceding, they 
were cheated of their repast no less than of his choice company ; while he 
effected without suspicion his departure from the island, which was becoming too 
warm for him. His dishonest dealings did not end here; for, taking pa ge in 
a government transport, he paid for his food on board with a bill which was 
dishononred. Sinee his departure, it has come to tight that he went fo the 
island to avoid the consequences of a most disreputable bankruptcy in England; 
and that the lady he paraded as his wife had no right to that title. It is to be 
hoped that this narrative will put people on their guard against individuals who 
so largely trumpet forth their own importance, Connections, and means.

As soon as possible, 
one of t lite boats was despatched to Tampieo, in charge of the mul agent 
with the mails and passengers, toy Dunia assistanec, The ooly things that could 
be got from the ship for the offlecss and erew, were sone b scuit, sal pork, a 
few live fowls and turkevs, and about five or six gallons of water. The captain's 
gig was loaded with some hans, candles, jums, jelbes, the captain's private goods

The gig drifted round to the stern of the Tay, and alter being knocked about like 
a shuttlecock, she was thrown bottom upwards. ‘Two of the men were dragged 
below by sharks, and never appeared afterwards.

© Presently we were alongside, An officer, whom [ shall ever remember as a 
cherished friend, C iptain Uartstere, bailed a httle wan in a ragged flannel shirt, 
‘Is that Dr. Kane?’ and with the Yes! that followed the rigging was manned 
by our countrymen, and cheers we'comed us back to the social world of love 
which they repr’ sented.” 

From the extracts we have given, our readers will be aware that the 
portion of Dr, Kane’s work which relates to pe onal adventure and experi- 
cnees, will be warwly admired by such as read for amusement. But to those 
who concern themselves with werltier matters, the important discoveries he 
has made, will be inthe highest degree instructive. These, as we have 
hinted, are of 1.0 ordinary value, and consist of an elongation of Smith 
Sound to a higher northern latitude than that of any other know» land in 
the Arctic regions, and to a higher parallel than lad ever been reached by 
any navigator, except Parry; and of the existence of a vast ocean beyond, 
apparently free from ice, with which it communicates, ; 

in relating his adventures, and developing his discoverics, Dr. Kane has 
writien with the taste and judgment of a gentleman, and the modest pride 
so becoming in a man who has done his duty, = ‘Vhe charm of his work is 
increased byhundreds of beautiful illustrations, after his own drawings. Aided 
Ly these we have been enubled fully to sympathise with Dr. Kane in the 
scenes of Arctic life. We have gone through his volumes wit real admi- 
ration, and have no doubt tiey will be in neh savour with all who, perus- 
ing them, ca appreciate patient endurance under teartul trials, and ardent 
geal in the execution of duties ino circumstances under which most men 
would inevitably sink. We congratulate Dr, Kane on having associated 
his name honourab! id indissolubly with Arctic travel, and on having 
made discoveries Which entitle him to the gratitude of the civilised world,

All the guests can have tea or coffee (what we call breaktast) 
in their rooms as early as they please. ‘The Emperor rises very early, and 
generally transacts business with a minister of state, or walks about with 
Lort Cowley till eleven, At that time, he and the Empress preside at 
what is culled a , but what is in reality a kind of luncheon, from 
whieh eviquette, ceremony, and formality are banished, The hunting and 
shooting is rather a poor imitation of what those words are understood to 
designate in England; but the sight of the Empress, and some very charming 
members of her suite, ¢ lop icross the old forest, in those delightful 
round hats which have been imported from England, makes some amends 
for the unsportsmantike character of the venerie. The horsemanship of 
some of the guests also affords amusement, and suggests curious reflections 
as to the fate of many of the riders were they followings pack of fox-hounds, 
The forest, however, is delichttul for tind equestrians, as it is almost as 
level as a race-course, and there are no le ps worth mentioning.

Kyen theatricals have not been quite neglected at Compidgne, and one 
day recently, performers brought from Paris did their utmost to amuse the 
inmates of the palace. At half-past eight o’eloek, the imperor and Em- 
press entered the theatre, already occupied by the persons invited. The 
orchestra was reserved for superior officers, all in grand uniform. In the 
boxes at the sides were seated ladies in magnificent toilettes. The 
centre boxes were set apart for the Court. The Emperor was in black, and 
wearing the grand cordon of the Legion of Honour; the Empress wore a 
white dress, with a cloak of crimson velvet, On entering they were re- 
ceived with the loudest acclamations, All the seats behind and near them 
were filled with the Imperial houseliolds, the Ministers, and grand digni- 
taries of the Court. As soon as their Majesties had taken their seats, the 
curtain rose for the representation of “Quand l’Amour s’en va,” the per- 
formers being Mesdames Guillemin, Saiut-Mare, and Bodin, with Félix and 
Parade, When the curtain fell, the Emperor gave the signal for a »plause, 
The Imperial party then withdrew for half an hour to take rabiechinientn 
and on their retura the curtain again ros® for “Le Mari dela Dame de 
Chours.” Arnal, who had joined the performers of the Vaudeville 
theatre, Was exceeding'y amusing. Madame Guillemin also, in the mother 
of the danseuse, was excellent; and in one passage in the first act threw 
the whole house into the greatest hilarity, The Empress, in particular, 
laughed most heartily, particularly when the mother of the danseuse ex- 
claims, “Ah! if Napoleon had only listened to my advice!” “ You were 
acquainted with the Emperor?” “ No, but I could have known him, for 
he saw me at Berlin, when | played Eucharis in ‘'Télémaque.” He even 
remarked me and sent to compliment me by M. Cardet.” Theie Majesties 
were highly pleased, and of course so were the Court and the persons in- 
vited. 

When the Emperor went to Compiégne, it was arranged that there 
should be three stag hunts, three theatrical representations, and three days? 
shooting, equally Yivided amongst the three assemblages of guests who 
have had the honour of being invited. Our engraving represents the Em-

THE CUREE BY TORCHLIGHT AT COMPIEGNE, 

More ceremonious a great dea!—and somewhat more barbarous, we 
must add—than any enacted at our exciting fox hunts, is the torchlight 
scene represented by an engraving on another p»ge. The “ curée,” which 
was recently witnessed in the courtyard of Compiégne, during the visit of 
the Emperor Napoleon and his court to that chateau, is of ‘ugh import- 
ance at the close of one of those stag hunts which take place in France. 

‘The ceremony is performed in the most formal manner. When the feet 
of the stag are cut off, and presented to the person in honour of whom 
the chase has been held, the animal is carried, with all due formalities, 
underneath the windows of the chfteau, and those who have been privi 
leged to take part in the hunt form themselves into a cirele on hagseback, 
A blast having been blown by the huntsman, and the stag cut up, and the 
entrails taken out, the huntsman or one of his assistants sits astride of the 
enreass, concealing the flesh strewn underneath, while he shakes the 
antlered head to exasperate the dogs. ‘The latter, after being forcibl 
kept off, are allowed to rush in, but only to be driven back yelping with 
pan. At length when a signal is given by the person in whose honour 
the chase has taken place, they are allowed to rush upon their prey, and at 
this critical moment the man holding the head carries it hastily off, and 
discovers the curée to the howlng dogs. 

Then the scene becomes terrific; exasperated by suspense and frequent 
application of ihe whip, the hounds grow furious, and the spectacle is one 
of alinost savage aspect,

Profoundly interested in the working of the slave trade, Kane sailed 
for the coast of Africa, visited the slave factories trom Cape Mount to the 
River Bonny, and had tree access to the baracoons of Dahomey through 
the influence of the infamous Da Souza.

Phey had discovered, however, upon the northern shore of Greeuland, 
which they were coasting, a series of lofty rock-clad hills, and a rat 
of cliffs of tabular maynesian limestone, and the mouth of a large river, 
upon which they might speculate to any extent during their long impri- 
sonment. Little did they imagine when they laid their little vessel in that 
far-off harbour, where there were seven-lathom soundings and a perfeet 
shelter from the outside ice, that, alter making her their principal dwell- 
ing for twenty-one months, they would finaily be compelled to abandon 
her, perform a journey to the Danish settlements of Greenland, and be 
there received on board of an American vessel which had been despatched 
to their rescue, Such a series of disappointments as this band of exp'orers 
met with were enough, it would seem, to dishearten the most heroic ; but 
the courage of Dr. Kane and his friends did not desert them, 

When the summer of 1854 arrived, and the voyagers discovered that 
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the ice under their vessel was no less than nine feet thick, and their royage | 


consequently at an end, they tovk to their boats avd sledges, made four OX 
tensive journeys in different directions in the hope of finding the Franklin 
party, and in the aggregate travelled more than three thousand miles, four- 
teen hundred of which were accomplished by the Commander with a single 
team of Esquimaux and Newfoundland dogs; and most important scientific 
discoveries were the result of these journeys, 

The march of Dr. Kane and his friends to the Danish settlements of 
Greenland, a distance of thirteen lundred miles, lay over a pathless 
region of ice and snow and stormy waters, and was safely accomplished in 
eighty-four days. A heartfelt prayer of thanksgiving was then offered up 
to a kind Providence by the adventurers from under the humble roof of a 
Moravian missionary on the coast of Greenland. 

The discovery ofa polar sea was the crowning event of this Arctic 
expedition, That, next to the finding of Sir John Franklin, was the lead- 
ing object of all the reeent English expeditions ; and Dr. Kane was 
animated by a similar hope. Be was successful. Unsubdued by the 
horrors of sunless winters, of the biting cold, and the dangers of starva- 
tion, he forced his way beyond the boundaries of human existence, crossed 
a belt that might well be termed the Land of Utter Desolation—where no 
living creature was seen—and, on reaching the margin of an ocean, he 
was weleowed by a warmer breeze than he had lately known, and by the 
unexpected appearance of birds and quadrupeds ; and had, in reality, dis- 
covered a new world, He proved himself to be a man of rare pioneer- 
ability and of astonishing fortitude, and in retarning home, after perform. 
ing one of the greatest exploits of the present century, he overcame a 
series of difficulties in travelling which would seem to be too wonderful 
even for the pen of romance. In the meantime his countiyinen became 
anxious for his safety, and an expedition, commanded by Lieut. II. G. 
Hartstene, was despatched to his resene, and he, who departed for the 
North as a commander, returned to his country in the simple capacity of a 
passenger. Ile reported himself to the Government, and was coupli- 
mented, and in the eyes of the public has since been assigned a position 
among the distiaguistied uavigators and discoverers of the world, 

The services of Dr. Kane in this generous mission, and the discoveries 
to which it led, have gained for him the award of the Geological Socicty’s 
Gold Medal for the past year, 

The chivalrous and disinterested object of Dr. Kane’s recent voyage to 
England was to place his services at the disposal of Lady Franklin, in pur- 
suance of the generous offer he had some time since made to her, to com- 
mand a private Arctic expedition, should our Government not send to com- 
plete the search, We regret to add—and it isa painful task—that exposure 
and exertion during his Arctic voyage have seriously affected Dr. Kane’s 
health.

PROTESTANTISM IN TURKEY.—Oolonel Sir H. Rawlinson observ ed, the other 
day, at a meeting in Wxeter Hall, that twenty years ago Protestanusm was un- 
known in Turkey. On one occasion a Jew presented himseli to the resident at 
Bagdad, and claimed British protection, alleging that he had come from Jerusa- 
lem. He was informed by the Consul-General that according to international 
aw he was not entitled to protection. He then suid that he wasa Protestant, 
and was mformed that, if such were the fact, it could not constitute a title to the 
protection he so ight. The Consul-General, however, wishing to know what the 
man’s idea of Protestantism was, interrogated him on the doctrines of his adopted 
faith, and he replied—* 1 eat pork, 1 drink wine, and I do not believe in God.” 
This was the correct idea of Protestantism in Turkey at that time. 

EaktHQuake IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA —A shock of an earthquake was dis- 
tinctly feit in and around Adelaide at about a quarter past two o'clock on Wed- 
nesday morning, the 26th of June. It was accompanied by aloud rambling 
sound, which lasted for several seconds, and gave the idea of thunder under- 
ground. It was naturally felt more in lofty houses, in some of the upper rooms 
of which the furniture was perceptibly shaken. From the numerous letters pub- 
lished in the Adelaide papers, from persons resident in town and the suburban 
districts, the shock seems to have extended over a wide range.

The traffic of the me- 
tropolis is stopped by an exhibition— grotesque, barbarous, ugly, aud 
laughable ; and as we are a practical people, there ought to be some 
very strong grounds for keeping up such an interruption of our ordi- 
bary quiet ways of going about our business. What cao those grounds 
be supposed to be ? 

Virst and foremost is the respectable antiquity of the affair. But

We are paring away forms and ceremonies everywhere, and have beea 
these hundreds of years. Lords Devon and Derby do not keep up 
the frucal state of the Courtenays and Sianleys of old, Why should 
the Lord Mayor? Our ancestors liked ceremonial, but it was acere- 
monial that fitted everyihing else in their lives; and potentates were 
dignified in their mauners, because they were dignified in their cha- 
racters, The old mayors, who were barons, aud kept the peace in 
the Ciiy, were very important goveruing men ; and of this fact their 
outward display was a kind of symbol. But our modern 
though a respectable and useful kind of oflicer, scarcely ri presents 
the grealucss of the City more than a beadle ducs that of the Chureh, 
He is the head of a clique of tradesmen. He is rarely—what every 
important man must be now--a man of intelleetual cultivation. Why 


on earth should he go masquerading through the town in a Hndi- 


brasiic manner, burlesquing the feudal traditions? The popu! 
laugh at the thing. [t has no artistie merit, snch as the shows of 
the Pope (now the first beadle iv Europe) possess. On the e yutrary, 
it is as great a humbug from the pieturesque as from the political 
point of view, Ne harmony is preserved uo uuity—though, ii 
if such poiuts were attended to, something might thus be done ‘or 
the education and amusement of our hard-worked and materialised 
people. We are far from objecting to the custom culy because it is 
ancient, or becxuse itis a show: but because it brings ridicule on 
antiquity, aud is a bad show. We laugh at the apery of feudalism 
which is scen in soute Freuch bunts; but thea the “ decorations” are 
elegast there, aud the personages, whether they deserve power or 
hot, are really powerful, 

To be sure, there are other “ shams” extant as well as this of the 
Lord Mayor’s. When a man calls himself De Bouya instead of 
Buggins, and swaggers about the barons of Havlaud in a debate on 
Life Peerazes—when a Yorkshire squirecn family has cot high titles, 
and depopulates a province to make a deer {orcst,—the spectacle is 
ridiculous as well as painfal, of course; but it does not come home 
to the sight, and disturb the occupations of a great city aud its in- 
habitants, like this present affair, Besides, we never admit it as an 
excuse for one nuisance that other nuisances exist. Let us go at the 
present one—the easiest one to demolish. We caunot check all 
tyrants, but let us snub Bomba; we eannot put down all tomioolery, 
but let us put down the tomfoolery of these November shows. 
Hverythiug has its day, and by coutinuing a ceremony too long, you 
dishonour what it was intended to adoru,—just as a few years ago 
the beautiful old Godiva myth was profaned by a bit of low mum- 
mery. Would it not destroy our idea of the romantic beauty of a 
Greck fuuereal pyre, if somebody got together a lot of cypress and 
other timber, in Bethnal Green, and burned a dead alderman ? 

But onr City folks might learn other lessous than mere lessons in 
taste from the annual protest against this annual absurdity. They 
might learn to put their Corporation in order altogether—to get to 
the work of the century—to put money matters right—to aid and 
cherish sanitary aud social reforms. Centralisation is marching ast, 
and there is but one way of resisting it— making local and self-yo- 
verning powers effective, vigorous, and modern. At present the City 
authorities make too much of their forms, and their feasts, aud their 
shows, and the age is not likely to stand them, if they do not begin 
to show that they comprehend if.

ROBSON’S TRIAL, 

Wintram JAMEs Rosson was brought to trial at the Central Criminal Court 
on Saturday. When placed at the bar, his counsel Mr Giffard) said that the 
prisoner was desirous to plead guilty to three of the charges that were preferred 
against hin involving the offence of larceny as aservant. The prisoner accord- 
ingly pleaded guilty to these charges. He was then arraigned upon another 
indictment charging him with forging the transfer of certain shares in the Crys- 
tal Palace Company with intent to defraud Henry Jobnson, To this charge the 
prisoner pleaded not guilty. : 

Serjeant Ballantine, for the prosecution, then stated the facts of the case—ob- 
serving that the prisoner was a young man of good education but in an humble 
position of life, and who was originally employed as a clerk by the Crystal Palace 
Company at a salary of one pound per weck, but he eventually was paid a larger 
salary, and he might still further have improved his condition if he had coutinued 
in an honest course of proceeding. 

The following evidence was then adduced :— 

Mr. G. 8. Clement, a stockbroker, s:id—The prisoner employed me to sell 100 
shares of the Crystal Palace Company, and I sold them in the market. Treccived 
altogether £295 for the shares, and handed the money tothe prisoner. This was 
in January of the present year ‘The transfer now produced relates to the fifty 
sharvs I sold toMr. Low. “The prisoner's name appears as the attesting witness 
tothe signature of the seller (“Henry Johnson”), and he wrote that signature. 
1 handed this transfer to the broker who represented the buyer, 

Mr. G. Fasson said—L am the treasurer and registrar of the Crystal Palace 
Company. The prisoner was in the service of the company from the early part 
of 1553 till the 17th of September last. In June, 1854, he was appointed chief 
clerk in the trausfer department ata salary of £150 a year. A register-book is 
kept of the shareholders of the company and of the transfers of shares. 
lhe transfers are all preserved by the company. The books were in the 
charge of the prisoner, and a_ certificate of proprietorship was issued to 
each proprictor of shares. They were not always applied for, and those 
that were not remained in the custody of the company, and these cer- 
tificates were accessible to the prisoner, nthe morning of the 17th of De- 
cember L made a complaint to the prisone: of some irregularity in passing the 
transfers through the books. Mr. Grove, the secretary, was present, The pri- 
souer said it was irregular certainly, but he had the transfers at his private house 
at Kilburn, and he offered to give them to me if [ wou'd accompany him there. 
1 went with him, and when we arrived he left the room two or three times, and 
the last time he left he did not return, and [ never saw him again until he was 
in custody at the Lambeth Police Court. The signature to the trausfer pro- 
duced is in the handwriting of the prisoner. There is no such person as Henry 
Johnson among the list of shareholders of the company as the proprietor of the 
shares sold by the prisoner. Joseph Low is credited with fifty shares in the 
transfer-book on the 2nd of February, 1855, That entry is in the prisoner’s

ait nea all the material eviderce. Mr. Giffard having spoken in defence of 
the prisoner, Mr. Justice Frle summed up, and the jury almost immediately 
returned a verdict of Guilty. The prisoner was sentenced, on this charge of 
forgery, to twenty years’ transportation ; and for the charye of larceny, to which 
he | leaded guilty, he was sentenced to fourteen years’ transportation, con- 
currently with the other term ¢ - 

The prisoner did not exhibit the slightest emotion when the sentence was pro- 
nounced, but turned on his heel, cast a look of well-assumed contempt on the 
Learned Judge, and with an air of bravado, walked quickly away from the bar. 
During the proceedings of the trial the prisoner also manifested a similar spirit 
of callous indifference, frequently turning his back towards the witnesses of the 
Court, or being occupied in writing notes to his counsel, suggesting questions 
to be put to the witnesses. pan? 

Mr. Ballantine subsequently made an application for the money that was 
taken from the prisoner at the time of his apprehension, to be handed over to 
his assignecs. The Learned Judge made the order. : ; 

The amount of actual loss which the company has sustained by the prisoner 
is not yet accurately known, The sum stated by Robson on his apprehension 
£10,000; this is, however, Under the mark, and it will be found to be nearer 
000 than £10,000, In addition, however, to the losses sustained by the 
company through the frauds of the prisoner in connection with the transfer and 
issue of shares, it is understood that the company are losers to a considerable 
amount in season tickets, the sale and issue of which was, it is said, entirely 
under the control of Robson.

ATTACK ON A MILL NEAR BRADFORD, 

A SERIOUS riot occurred on the evening of Wednesday weck at Shipley, a 
few miles from Bradford. There are several large mills at Shipley, but iitherto 
Ulot them, execpt that at Saltaire (which is in the tow nship., have been work- 
ing on the old single-loom plaa—i. e.a weaver to each loom. Mr. Frederick 
Taylor, worsted spuner aud manufacturer, of Si ipley, has just completed some 
new mills in Baildon, a few hundred yards’ distance, where he is about to re- 
move his husiaess, and he deemed it a convenient time for following the example 
of most of his neighbours in the district of introduc ng the more economical 
“ two-loom system,” one weaver atter ding to two looms. By this plan, we hear, 
the attendant earns about half as much more wages, while, as double the quan- 
Hty of work is done, the manufaeturer reaps a corresponding advantage. The 
aALnouncement, however, was received with pred saltsfaction by many of his 
own workpeople, aud especially by those in the neig bouring mills. Mr, Taylor’s 
new mills are not yet completed, but a ull quantity of machinery has beenerected, 
and on Wednesday a tew of | workpeople were employed on the two-loom 
system. Many of his “hands” at Shipley struck work, and there was consider- 
able commotion ir Slupley acd Baildon during the whole day. In the evening, 
as other mills were closing, a mob of about 2.000 persons (led on, it is said by 
some of Mr Tavlor’s workpeople) surrounded the new mill, and comun od a 
vielent attack upon all persons who cawe out of it, Stones and brickbats were 
thrown against the windows, which, together with the frames, Were smashed to 
pieces, Phe night was dark, a dense fog ¢ ering the valley, but men and 
hove, with lighted torches, conducted their lawless companions from window to 
witdow, until every pane broken, It is estimated that the damage caused 
to the building cannot be less than from £150 to £200, 

All this occurred in little more than half an hour, a few constabl: 
present being powerless against such a numerous body of 
whom, not content with the destruction of property, made a murderous attack 
upon Mr. Frederick Taylor. That gentleman left the milla with the determina- 
tion to protect from personal violence those of his workpeople who were leay ing. 
and he narrowly escaped with his life. He was violently thrown upon the 
ground, and a stone hurled by one of the rioters struck him, producing a severe 
laceration on the forehead. One of Mr. Taylor's men, a designer, in his alarm, 
foreed down a portion of a wall and leaped into the river, to escape the fury of 
the mob. The millon Thursday presented the appearance of aruin, Some of 
the ringleaders were apprehended, It was feared that another attack would be 
made on Thursday night upon the premises, as well as upon the neighbouring 
mill at Saltaire ; but due preparations had been made by assembling a suflicient 
force al euch place. 

On Saturday aflernoon, seven women and two men were charged at the police 
comet with having been concerned in the attack.

ARCHDEACON DENISON. 

Wer have pr sented our readers this week with a portrait of the Vener- 
able George Anthony Denison, Archdeacon of Paunton, and Vicar of Kast 
Brent, Somerset, who has recently been deprived, us our readers are aware, 
of his prefernn inthe Bachsh Chureh, on account ofa charge brought 
against him hy a neighbouring clergyman, the Rev, Joseph Ditcher, to the 
effect that he, the seid) Archdeacon, dual eoutradicted the ‘Thirt.-nine 
Articles Ly his teaching with respect to the Real) Pres: he exact 


| point at issue was explained in our last nuuber; but as its discussion is to 


be avoided in the columus of a journal like our own, we will proceed at 
once with our memoir of the Archdeacon. ‘The Rev. Me. Denison is a 
member of a family that rose to opulence a century and a half ago from 
mereantile success, William Denison, a rich merehant of Leeds, had two 
sons, of whom the younger, Sir Thomas Denison, became one of the 
Judges of the Court of King’s Beach in 1742, and was an intimate 
friend of Lord Mansfield, who wrote the inscription which still marks his 
tomb in Harewood Chureh, Yorkshire, The worthy Knight having no 
iseue, bequeathed his prop: rty to Mr. Edinund Beckett, son of the late 
Right Ilon. Sir Jolin Beckett, Bart., who, in 1816, assumed the name of 
Denison, aud is now member for the West Riding of Yorkshire. 

We mest now return to the elder son, William, who, like his father, was 
engaged in mercantile pursuits in the town of Leeds, and having realised 
a large fortune, purchased the manor of Ossington, in Nottinghamshire ; 
and having served the office of High Sheriff of that county in 1779, died 
at Bath in 1782. His eldest son, John, who inherited Ossington, was 
many years M.P. for Chichester and Minehead, Has twice married: by his 
first wife he had an only danghter, who married Sir Charles Manners 
Sutton, formerly speaker of the House of Commons (who was afterwards 
promoted to the Peerage as Viscount Canterbury); by his second wile, 
Charlotte, daughter of Samuel Hstwicke, Bsq., M.P., he had a family eon- 
sisting of nine cons and three daughters. The eldest son is Mr. John Eve- 
lyn Denison, at present M.P. for Malton, and formerly a Lord of the 
Admiralty under Mr, Canning ; the second son, Edward, was Bishop of 
Salisbury from 1837 till his death in 1854; the third son, Sir William 
Denison, K.C.B. and captain in the Royal Engineers, is Governor-Gen- 
eral of Australia; the filth and sixth sons, Henry and Stephen Charles, were 
both distinguished at Oxford, as first class men, and Fellows respectively of 
Allsouls and Balliol Coileges. The Archdeacon himself is the fourth 
son in thus distinguished family ; aud we now come to his personal antece- 
dents. 

George Anthony Denison was born, we believe, in the year 1805; and 
having spent some time under a private tutor, was sent to Eton, whence he 
was transferred in 1825 to Christ Church, Oxford. Here he ended his under- 
graduate career by taking a first class in classics at the examination for 
honours in Michaelmas term, 1826, among his competitors being Dr. 
Wilberforce, the Bishop of Oxford, He was elected to a Fellowship at 
Oriel College in 1828, in which year he obtained the chanceilor’s prize 
for a Latin essay, and another for an English essay in the following year, 
his colleague in success being, in both years, Professor Sewell. In 1830 
he proceeded to his M.A. degree, and soon afterwards was ordained by 
Dr. Bagot, then Bishop of Oxford. We believe that he remained for some 
time in residence at Oxford, taking part in the tuition of his college ; he 
was also looked upon favourebly by Dr. Bagot, who made him one of his 
chaplains, in conjunetion with Dr, Sauncers, the present dean of Peter- 
borough. 

Tt was not till a much later period that Mr. Denison began to take any 
very marked and notorious line in theological controversy. At the time 
of which we speak he was a High Churchman, and nothing more He 
was one of those, however, whose minds were influenced by the 
“Oxford Tracts,” and who have certainly done their best to work out the 

rinciples which the “Tracts” were intended to inculcate. In 1839 we 

nd him preferred by his brother, the Bishop of Salisbury, to the rectory 
of Broadwinsor, Dorset, a living valued in the “Clergy List” at £558 a 
year, besides which he was rural deau and prebendary of Salisbury. In 
1846 he exchanged Broadwinsor for the vicarage of Kast Brent, Somerset, 
being again nom... .ed to the latter preferment by his brother, the Bishop, 
who was at the time administering the diocese of Bath and Wells for 
Dr. Law, whose bodily and mental health had alike failed. In the same 
year Dr. Bagot was translated from Oxford to Bath and Wells, and Bishop 
and Chaplain became once more united, the latter being entrusted with the 
examination of all candidates for holy orders in that diocese. We may be 
sure that the examining chaplain in the dieeese of Bath and Wells was 
not the man to let into the ministry persons holding what are called 
Low views as to the priestly office, sacerdotal grace, regeneration by bap- 
tism, or any other of those doctrmes in which the Oxford or High Church 
school of theology most nearly approximate to the Church of Rome. We 
can only say that Mr. Denison’s conscience was guided, less by the Thirty- 
nine Articles than by the letter of the ritual contained in the Prayer-book, 
and that he refused admission to those who took the opposite view. For 
this offence the Low Church party never forgave him.

Lorp Mayor's Day is approaching, and Alderman Finnis is about to 
assume those niunicipal functions whieh, for the last twelve months, have 
been so ably and worthily exercised by Sir David Salomons.

Guildhall. 

Ou Monday Just, the Lord Mayor-elect was, according to custom, pre- 
sented to the Lord Chancellor for her Majesty’s approval. ‘The Recorder, 
in a brief address, set forth the services which Atderman Finnis had per- 
formed in his various offices of Comnion Councilman and Deputy of the 
‘Tower Ward, and also his services as magistrate of the City of London. 
‘The Recorder also entered into a statement of the success of the com- 
mercial pursuits of Alderman Finnis, which had raised him to the proud 
position of being chosen Lord Mayor of the first city of the world. 'The 
Lord Chancellor, in expressing, on the part of her Majesty, her approval 
of the choice of the Livery, congratulated the Lord Mayor-elect on his 
elevation, 

A much more formal ceremony connec.ed with the inauguration of 
Lord Mayor is that to which we have alluded, viz., his being “ sworn in” 
at Guildvall, That ancient ceremony was, in other days, conducted with 
much pomp, and the precedents of antiquity are still pretty closely fol- 
lowed. Guildhall on the oceasion presents a gorgeous appe-rance ; and 
the walls are bung with suits of armour, ‘The municipal worthy, who is 
the hero of the occasion, is accompanied by the livery of the company of 
which he happens to be a member; the Chamberlain, the Sword-bearer, 
and other officers present their several emblems of authority ; and when 
his Lordship graciously restores these, the Lord Mayor's predecessor, fol- 
lowed by the Aldermen and other members of the Porcarstion then ap- 
proach, shake hands with him, and offer their congratulations on. his ele- 
vation to the highest municipal dignity, Such is the scene represented by 
our ifustration on the previous page.
